legalising  of  shareholders  in  the 
»80  000.000  capitalization  of  the  B.C. 
El-ctric  Railway  Company.  Both 
divisions  were  of  a  party  character, 
and  both  amendments  were  de- 
feated 

The  first  was  voted  down  by  a  vote 
of  38  to  10  amid  cries  of  "the  old 
steam  roller  "  The  second  amend- 
ment wa*  defeated  by  a  Government 
vote  of  27  to  10 

Mr  Pattullo.  In  submitting  his 
amendment,  said  that  he  did  not 
wish  the  members  of  the  House  to 
have  the  impression  that  this  would 
be  a  vote  of  nonconfidenee  in  the 
Government.  He  did  not  wish  to  take 
up  the  time  of  the  House  to  reiterate 
his  argument  other  than  to  remind 
them  that  of  the  arguments  he  had 
already  presented  at  the  afternoon 
session.

Hon 
R  L.  Mai  Hand,  minister  without 
portfolio,  had  been  ineffectual  In  his 
reply  to  Mr.  Mackenzie  at  the  after- 
noon session,  Mr.  Mackenzie  de- 
clared. Mr.  Maltland  had  said  that 
if  the  clause  was  found  to  be  not 
workable  after  a  years  operation 
then  It  could  be  amended  at  the 
next  session.  This  was  Just  what  the

When  the  vote  was  taken  it  was 
found  that  there  wan  a  Government 
majority  over  the  OpposlUon.  the 
vote  standing  twenty-seven  to  ten.

The  present  Gov- 
ernment of  Dr  S  F  Tolmie  has  now  to  face  the 
music  and  endeavor  to  rectify  the  finances  of 
British  Columbia. 

Mr  W.  C  ShcUy,  the  Minister  of  Finance,  has 
a  heavy  ta-sk.  but  he  has  set  about  it  with  a  will. 
He  is  determined,  for  one  thing,  that  the  Gov- 
ernment will  hot  fool  the  people  any  more  In  re- 
lation to  provincial  finances.  In  the  circum- 
stances that  nave  arisen  because  of  the  camou- 
flaged financial  policy  of  the  late  Government, 
the  Opposition  In  the  present  Legislature  does 
not  present  an  edifying  spectacle  in  endeavoring 
to  hamper  instead  of  helping  the  Minister  of 
Finance  The  criticism  or  Mr  Paltulio  and  his 
followers  may  be  good  politics  but  It  constitutes 
very  poor  sportsmanship.  They  have  been  found 
out  and  are  proportionately  offended.  Instead  or 
playing  the  game  and  assisting  In  rectifying  the 
blunders  for  which  they  have  been  responsible.

The  ratepayers  of  Victoria  will  not  approve  of 
the  increase  In  aldermanlc  Indemnities  which  the 
City  Council,  by  a  majority  of  one,  ha*  voted  Its 
members.  At  a  time  wheh  the  rate  of  taxation  Is 
so  high  this  Is  far  rrom  being  a  wise  move.  The 
duties  or  aldermen  are  now  light  In  comparison 
with  the  time  they  were  called  upon  to  give  to 
municipal  business  when  such  projects  as  the 
Booke  Lake  waterworks,  the  Jonhson  Street  Bridge 
and  an  elaborate  paving  programme  were  under 
consideration.  Their  duties.  Indeed,  now  are  of  the 
purely  routine  variety,  calling  ror  very  little  ex- 
penditure of  cither  time  or  energy.  The  vast  bulk 
of  elvlc  business  falls  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
Mayor.  He  has  to  devote  all  his  working  day  to 
municipal  affairs.  He  Is  the  only  elected  ofriclal 
who  should  be  paid,  ond  he  Is  the  only  official 
who  is  underpaid  as  matters  stand. 

The  decision- of  the  Council,  by  a  majority  of 
one  Is  a  gesture  of  Insolence  toward*  the  tax- 
payers. The  latter  have  been  expecting  reduced 
taxation.  Instead,  the  taxation  rate  has  been 
maintained,  and,  to  reward  themselves  for  their 
inability  to  reduce  It.  the  aldermen  have  in- 
creased their  own  Indemnities.  They  round  that 
their  estimates  provided  lor  a  surplus  of  $2,000 
and  they  have  appropriated  this  amount  ror  their 
own  pockets.  The  aldermen  voting  in  ravor  or 
Increased  Indemnities  were  Messrs  W.  T  8tralth. 
B  S  Woodward.  W.  Marchant.  H  O.  Litchfield. 
W.  H.  Cullln  and  R  A  C  Dewar.  The  mentality 
governing  their 'attitude  is  found  in  a  proposal 
lhat  the  Mayor  should  be  paid  on  a  four  to  one 
ratio  with  the  aldermen  This  U  In  face  of  the 
fact  that  the  Mayor  does  the  bulk  of  the  work, 
devotes  all  his  time  to  municipal  business,  and 
Is  expected  to  maintain  civic  prestige,  whereas, 
for  the  trifling  duties  which  the  aldermen  are 
called  upjn  to  perform,  they  should  be  public - 
ipirlted  enough  to  serve  without  any  Indemnity 

Mayor  Anscomb  in  well  advised  In  deciding  to 
ask  for  a  reconsideration  of  increased  aldermanlc 
Indemnities.  Between  now  and  the  next  meeting 
of  the  City  Council  the  aldermen  mentioned 
above  will  have  an  opportunity  of  learning  what 
Is  the  reaction  or  public  opinion  to  their  desire 
to  benent  themselves  at  the  taxpayers  expense. 
Put  mildly,  the  City  Council  s  decision  savors  of 
•  rubbing  it  In  "  Year  after  year  the  voice  of  the 
taxpayers  has  been  asking  for  reduced  tax- 
ation so  as  to  foster  civic  development.  Those 
aldermen  who  have  now  voted  themselves  In- 
creased indemnities,  may  very  well  appeal  to  their 
consciences  and  see  how  their  action  can  be 
reconciled  with  the  fact  that  In  the  years  that 
have  passed  by  hundreds  of  Victorians  have  lost 
their  properties,  and  in  some  cases  their  life"* 
savings,  because  or  lack  of  economic  manage- 
ment In  civic  srralrs. 

HISTORY  OF  CANADIAN  NAVY 


Commodore  Walter  Hose.  Chief  of  the  Cana- 
dian Naval  Staff,  when  entertained  at  the  British 
Kmpire  Club  in  tendon,  gave  a  short  review  of 
the  history  of  Canada's  Navy,  which  he  described 
as  perhaps  the  smallest  In  the  Empire  It  was 
conceived  In  March,  IMt,  when  Parliament  de- 
cided that  this  Dominion  should  take  a  greater 
share  In  the  defence  of  her  maritime  Interest* 
in  1911  Canada  acquired  the  old  cruisers  Nlobe 
and  Rainbow  Then  two  ••tools'  or  schools  of 
naval  policy  arose  in  the  country,  and  between 
them  the  Canadian  Navy  fell  to  the  ground  The 
Naval  College,  however,  which  passed  Its  students 
into  the  Royal  Navy,  was  maintained  During  the 
war  Canada  put  all  her  efforts  into  her  military 
contingents,  although  the  Rainbow  and  the 
Nlobe.  which  had  been  out  of  commission,  were 
recom missioned  and  did  patrol  work.

He  denounced  In  emphatic  terms 
what  he  described  a*  "filthy  tilings" 
that  were  being  placed  on  the  stage, 
especially  In  New  York.

"When  one  sees  the  police  raid  a 
New  York  theatre  and  remove  the 
entire  company  because  of  the  filth 
portrayed,  one  looks  forward  to  the 
works  of  Charles  Dickens  In  the 
days  of  8ir  Henry  Irving  we  always 
knew  we  would  see  at  Uie  Lyceum 
and  similar  theatres,  uplifting  play; 
where  the  villain  is  defeated,  and 
virtue  becomes  triumphant.''  the 
sjieaker  declared. 

Mr.  Williams  said  that  for  thirty 
years  he  had  played  the  works  of 
Dickens,  and  he  believed  that,  the 
simplicity  of  the  stories  of  Dickens 
was  one  or  the  great  things  which 
boys  and  girls  should  learn.

The  question  of  two  standards 
was  brought  up  by  O  «p.  Coote, 
UFA.,  Macleod,  who  said  that 
there  was  a  great  difference  in  the 
characteristics  of  the  wheat  raised 
in  the  western  part  of  the  Prairies 
and  that  grown  in  the  eastern  por- 
tions. Since  most  of  the  far  west- 
ern wheat  went  to  the  Pacific,  U 
would  be  feasible  to  have  different 
standard*  for  it. 

Dr.  F  J  Bin-hard,  chief  chemist 
of  the  grain  research  laboratory  at 
Winnipeg,  believed  that  the  far 
west  wheat  .should  have  separate 
standards  He  explained  that  the 
1!»28  crop  was  very  unusual.  Many 
new  factor*  came  Into  it  with  the 
result  that  In  the  grading  the  buy- 
ers got  better  wheat  in  every  grade 
than  in  previous  years  As  an  out- 
come of  this  there  was  n  particular 
drmand  for  this  wheat,  whereas  the 
1027  wheat,  still  on  U 
not  wanted.  The  effect  of  frost  on 
a  heat  had  been  overestimated  In 
the  past,  he  said.  BQl  experiment 
nad  proved  that  a  bran  frost  - 
that  is  a  frost  that  only  wrinkled 
the  back  of  the  kernel— did  not  in- 
jure the  wheat  in  any  way  and 
should  not  be  a  reason  for  grading 

Also,  wheat  should  not  be  graded 
down  because  it  was  slightly 
bleached.  Too  much  emphasis  waii 
laid  on  finding  the  defects  rather 
than  the  good  qualities  of  the 
wheat

the  llttlr  Swiss  town  of  Winterthur 
The  oriyjinaJ  Sul/er  of  the  •firm  ap- 
pears as  an  industrious  metal  work- 
er, who.  alter  paying  M0  florins  lor 
instruction  in  the  art  of  making 
brass,  set  up  a  modest  brass  foundry 
in  1775.  He  had  a  hard  struggle  to 
maintain  himself  The  townspeople 
were  alarmed  at  the  new  and  un- 
known trade,  and  it  was  not  until 
ten  years  later  that,  they  would  per- 
mit him  to  acquire  any  land  other 
than  in  the  town  moat. 

The  French  Revolution  nearly  fln- 
ifhed  8uUer's  buainm*  He  could 
not  support  hil  large  family  on  the 
f'undry  He  therefore  turned  UN 
concern  over  lo  his  son  Jacob  and 
sought  employment  in  the  saat 
worai  in  Alsace 

Jacob  struggled  on  with  the  brass 
foundry,  until,  oy  1823.  he  was  able 
to  produce  three  tons  of  brass  cast- 
ings a  year.  The  father  had  been 
proud  to  reach  twenty -five  hundred 
weight  in  thai  time  He  sent  his 
hour  abroad  to  learn  what  was  being 
uone  They  Bent  on  fool,  and 
turned  tlielr  living  while  away  from 
home. 

It  was  in  1827  when  Jacob  Sulzer. 
one  of  the  sons,  left,  home  and  live 
yeais  elapsed  before  he  returned, 
but  he  brought  with  him  a  store  of 
knowledge  which  soon  made  itself 
felt.

VANCOUVER.  March  19 -As  a 
means  to  facilitate  conservation  of 
British  Columbia's  sRlmon  supplv.

drastic  reduction  in  operation  A 
twenty  per  cent  curtailment  will  be 
enforced  on  the  east  coast  of  Queen 
Charlotte  Islands  and  on  the  east 
coast  of  Vancouver  Island  where 
fishing  has  been  Intensive  in  recent 
years.  A  similar  reduction  will  oe 
enforced  in  Barkley  Sound  area  on 
the  West  Coast. 

To  enforce  the  purse  seine  limit, 
the  department's  overseers  on  the 
coast  have  been  empowered  to  Im- 
pose an  additional  twenty-lour 
hour  closed  period  to  the  regular

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An  abdominal  hernia  or  rupture 
is  usually  preceded  by  a  general 
weakness  of  the  abdominal  muscles 
and  d  brought  on  by  an  unusual  in- 
ternal pressure  due  to  the  intestines 
being  diatrndrd  from  tood  or  gas. 
or  being  prolapsed  so  low  in  the 
abdomen  as  to  make  a  heavy  bur- 
den upon  the  weakened  walls. 

It  is  possible  to  cure  a  hernia 
that  has  not  progressed  too  far  by 
reducing  the  internal  pressure  and 
then  developing  the  abdominal 
muscles.  This  cure  cannot  take  place 
in  large  ruptures,  however,  since  the 
fear  tlirough  which  the  hernia  pro- 
trudes usually  occurs,  not  in  the 
muscles,  but  tn  the  ligamrnLv  and 
these  cannot  be  repaired  even  by 
exercise,  and  a  surgical  operation 
may  have  to  be  resorted  to. 

It  is  a  good  plan  to  begin  the 
treatment  as  soon  as  the  first  symp- 
toms of  pain  are  noticed  or  when 
the  hernia  is  first  discovered.  The 
patient  should  Immediately  secure 
a  good  rupture  support  and  wear  it 
constantly  until  he  Li  assured  by 
hLs  doctor  Uiat  the  cure  is  com- 
plete. Through  a  delay  In  using 
this  truss  a  cure  may  be  frustrated 
The  next  thing  to  do  is  to  avoid  all 
gas-forming  foods,  especially  onions, 
cooked  cabbage,  etc 

The  qantity  of  food  should  be 
kept  to  the  minimum  of  the  body's 
requirement*.  Tin-  means  outlined 
weekly  in  my  newspaper  column  may 
be  used.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  lake 
at  least  one  enema  a  day.  and  better 
j  two.  one  in  the  morning  and  one  at 
night,  using  only  a  quart  of  plain 
water  each  time  The  enema  should 
be  taken  in  the  knee-chest  position, 
and  the  rupture  support  should  be 
worn  at  the  same  time.

contents  will  be  carried  by  gravity 
towmrd  the  thorax.  These  exercises 
niibt  be  taken  very  carefully  at 
first  and  used  at  least  twice  daily, 
gradually  increasing  the  amount 
each  day  as  the  strength  of  the  ab- 
dominal walls  permit  Long  walks 
should  also  be  used  each  day  to  in- 
crease the  general  strength  to  pro- 
duce a  belter  tone  of  all  the 
muscles  of  the  pelvis.

HEAR  ADDRESS  ON 
CANADIAN  FRONTIER 

Dr.  W.  N.  Sage,  of  B.C.  University. 
Albernl  Pupils 

PORT  ALBERNI.  March  19  — The 
students  of  Port  Albernl  High 
School  were  privileged  on  Friday 
morning  last  to  hear  an  address 
from  Dr.  William  N  Sage.  PhD,, 
of  the  Department  of  History  of  the 
University  of  British  Columbia,  on 
the  subject  of  the  "Westernization 
of  the  Canadian  Frontier." 

In  his  address.  Dr.  Sage  traced* 
the  development  of  modern  Canada 
from  Its  earliest  days,  showing  how 
Spaniards.  Dutch.  French.  English, 
and  Indian  had  met  and  mingled 
on  our  continent,  how  the  drift  of 
population  had  always  been  from 
the  more  effete  centres  to  the  area 
o.'  "cheap  land."  and  thus  how  the 
drift  had  been  across  the  Niagara 
fiontler,  then  across  the  Red  River 
frontier  and  into  Saskatchewan, 
while  the  lure  of  the  gold  fields 
alternately  populated  and  depop- 
ulated our  Western  Coast  until  the 
time  of  the  completion  of  the  C.P.R  . 
concluding  with  the  statement  that 
"once  more  there  were  feet  across 
the  border,  today."  but  now  they 
were  headed  the  other  way.  and 
that  Canada,  as  a  nation,  could 
never  forget  two  things,  one.  that 
a.s  a  member  of  the  British  Com- 
monwealth of  nations,  our  outlook 
is  essentially  British,  and  the  other 
that  as  a  part  of  the  American 
e<  ntlnent  our  outlook  Is  essentially 
North  American. 

On  Thursday  evening  Dr.  Sage 
addressed  the  Albernl  District 
Library  Association,  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  University  Extension 
system,  on  the  subject  of  "Canada 
and  the  Pacific. "
